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As  regards  his  personal  virtues,  Sir  R.'Temple  is 
exceedingly  kind  and  courteous,  and  has  always  exhibit- 
ed  an  eagerness  to  establish  friendship  and  good  feeling 
between  the  Europeans  and  the  Natives,  with  .  the  view 
to  promote  the  welfare  of  this  country.  He  has  given 
admission  to  the  Hindoos  as  well  as  Mahomedans  to 
join  his  parties  and  social  gatherings,  and  has  very 
often  invited  them  to  the  Rhotas  during  the  hot  sea- 
sons. He  has  made  a  careful  inspection  of  all  the 
remotest  parts  of  the  country  with  a  view  to  render 
good  administration  and  promote  the  happiness  and 
comforts  of  the  subjects,  and  his  measures  generally 
tend  to  the  good  of  the  country.  During  the  late 
famine  he  inspected  every  afflicted  part  of  Bengal  and 
adopted  excellent  measures  to  save  people  from  star- 
vation and  ruin-  He  has  devoted  much  time  and  atten- 
tion to  the  municipal  affairs  of  Bengal.  He  has  never- 
failed  to  confer  special  favours  on  those  who  are  really 
worthy  and  deserving  of  them  ;  one  of  the  recipients  -of 
such  favours,  is  the  author  whose  language  fails  to 
thank  him  for  them-  His  recent  act  of  kindness  to- 
wards him  (the  author  )  has  been  the  appointment  of 
his  son  Moulvi  Ashrafuddeen  Ahmed  to  the  office  of 
Motawallee  of  the  Hooghly  Iraambarah.  At  the  time 
of  conferring  on  the  author  the  title  of  Nawab,  bestowed 
by  His  Excellency  the  Viceroy,  Sir  R.  Temple  invited 
a  large  numbor  of  Europeans  and  Native  Rajahs  and 
Chiefs,  and  having  robed  him  in  their  presence  gave 
him  the  SunaJ,  and  made  a  pleasant  speech  as  to  the 
services  rendered  by  him  to  Government  from  time  to 
time.

Sir  R.  Temple  is  the  representative  of  a  noble  family 
that  can  trace  back  its  pedigree  for  many  generations. 
He  married  first  in  1849,  Charlotte  Franc'.-,  the  youngest 
daughter  of  13.  Martindalc  Esq.,  of  London,  and  has 
issue  by  her.  two  sons  and  one  daughter,  tie  married 
again  in  1871,  Mary  Augusta,  oldest  daughter  of  C.  R« 
Lindsay  Esq.,  of  the  Bengal  Civil  Service,  Judge  of  the 
Chief  Court  of  the  Punjab.  By  this  amiable  lady  ho 
lias  one  son, 
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of  the  Punjab  Tenancy  Bill.     He  ralso  took   part  with 
Sir  W.    Mansfield  and  Mr.  G.  Dickson  in  advocating  a 
legal  tender  Gold   Currency   for  India.      In  1869,  he 
went  to   England,  and  on  >iis  return  remained  from  the 
year  1870  to  74,   Financial  Member  of  Council,  his  term 
of  office  having  been  extended  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  one  year  beyond  the  usual   period.     He  was  also 
President  of  the  Central  Committee   in  India  for  the 
International  Exhibitions  at  Kensington  from  1871  to  73.  I 
He  recommended  a  system   of  life   Assurance  by  the 
State  in  India.     In  1874,  he  was  deputed  to  direct  relief 
operations  in  the  field  at  the  beginning  of  the  famine  in 
Behar  and  Northern  Bengal.     In  the  same  year,  on  the 
9th  April,    he  was   appointed   Lieutenant-Governor  of 
Bengal  to  which  office  he  does  justice  up  to  the  present 
moment. 

Sir  R •  JTernple  was  much  employed  in  drafting  the 
Punjab   Reports    from  1852  to    1859   and   the  Punjab      \ 
Civil    Code   under  the   direction  of  the  local  Govern- 
ment.

In    1868,  he    w 
Foreign  Secretary,    Secretary  to  the  Order  of  the    Star 
of  India,  Financial  Member   of  Council,  and  in  charge 
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charcre  of  his  duties   in  an   honorable  manner  which 

gained  for  him  the  approval  of  His  Excellency  the  Vice- 
roy, and  in  consideration  of  which  His  Lordship  was 
pleased  to  confer  upon  hiin  the  title  of  Nawab  which 
is  regarded  by  the  Mahomedans  as  the  greatest  distinc- 
tion one  could  attain  to.  May  we  hope  that  he  will 
live  long  to  enjo}'  it."

I  The  Honorable  Sir  Richard  Temple,  K.  C.  S.  I., 
.eldest  Son  of  Richard  Temple  Esquire,  J.  P-  of  the 
Nash  Kempsey,  Worcestershire,  was  born  on  the  8th 
)  March  1826,  educated  at  Rugby  under  Dr.  Arnold, 
was  in  the  sixth  form  under  Dr.  Tait,  and  at  the  East 
India  College,  Haileybury.  He  was  headman  in  the 
College  and  gained  medals  in  classics,  law,  history,  and 
political  economy.  He  arrived  in  India  on  the  8th 
January  1847,  and  has  successively  held  the  following 
offices  in  India. 

In  the  year  1848,  he  was  Assistant  Magistrate  at 
■Muttra.  In  1849-50,  Joint  Magistrate  at  Allahabad- 
From  1851-53,  Settlement  officer  in  the  Doabs  of  Jul- 
lunder,  Rechna  and  Chuch  in  the  Punjab  ;  he  also  de- 
Toted  his  time  in  drafting  the  Punjab  Report  and  the 
Punjab  Civil  Code  under  the  direction  of  Sir  H.  Law- 
rence, Sir  J.  Lawrence,  and  Sir  B.  Montgomery,  and  in 
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Honor  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Bengal  then  placing 
a  garland  of  Pearls  round  the  authors  neck,  made  a 
long  speech  an  abstract  of  which  is  herewith  annexed. 

The  Lieutenant  Governor,  in  addressing  the  author, 
said  that  he  would  have  made  his  speech  in  the  Urdoo 
language  in  which  he  was  in  the  habit  of  conversing 
with  him,  but  as  English  is  the  language  of  Court 
and  could  be  understood  by  almost  all  the  persons  pre- 
sent in  this  gathering,  his  speech  would  be  in  that 
language. 

Speech — ft  Nawab  Ameer  Ali  Khan  Bahadoor  is 
not  a  stranger  to  those  who  are  present  here  this  even- 
ing. His  polished  manners  and  excellent  behaviour 
have  made  him  quite  an  object  of  regard  in  almost 
every  mind.  When  a  pleader  of  the  Sudder  Dewani 
Court,  he  secured  the  confidence  of  the  Judges,  was 
always  respected  by  them,  and  was  an  example  to  other 
pleaders  of  his  time.  During  the  mutiny  when  he  was 
appointed  Assistant  Commissioner  in  Patna,  his  zeal 
and  energy  proved  him  to  be  worthy  of  the  notice  of 
Government-  Here  His  Honor  read  a  report  of  Mr. 
Samuels,  which  speaks  very  highly  of  the  author,  a 
copy  of  which  is  already  published  in  the  Ameer  Xamah. 

In  18G7  he  was  appointed  by  the  King  of  Oudh  to 
look  after  his  affairs  which  were  in  a  most  deplorable 
state.  His  excellent  managements  are  well  known  to 
every  one  and  are  the  subject  of  much  praise  and  com- 
mendation. His  appointment  as  a  Commissioner  to  settle 
the  debts  of  the  Nawab  Nazim  of  Moorshedabad,  was 
most  suitable  and  a  more  judicious  selection  could  not 
have   been    made.     He    acquitted   himself  in  the   dis- 
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Home  to  his    fond   mother,  devoted  wife,    and  loving 
children,  who  await  t,o  welcome  him. 

The   remembrance  of    this    Royal  visit  will  out  last

Mr.Buckland,  the  pri- 
vate Secretary  to  His  Honor  and  a  very  particular  and 
kind  friend  of  the  author,  dressed  him  with  the  khillut 
and  presented  him  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor.  He 
read  the  Suuad,  signed  by  His  Excellency  the  Viceroy, 
conferring  the  title  of  Nawab  upon  the  author.     His

On  the  10th,  His  Royal  Highness  received  visits 
from  a  number  of  Chiefs  and  Sirdars,  and  at  4-15  p.  m., 
held  a  levee  which  was  numerously  attended.  After 
the  levee  the  Prince  went  to  honor  the  children's  fete 
where  he  met  with  a  most  cheering  reception.  About  ten 
thousand  children  were  brought  together.  Some  Parsee 
maidens  advanced  towards  His  Royal  Highness  and 
hung  garlands  of  flowers  round  his  neck.  This  pretty 
and  imposing  sight  was  a  novelty  for  him  and  his  ex- 
treme affability  was  the  subject  of  comment.  Several 
Parsee  ladies  were  then  presented  to  the  Prince,  and 
after  staying  a  short  while  there  His  Royal  Highness 
entered  his  carriage.  In  the  evening  the  Prince  paid 
several-return  visits  and  later  in  the  evening  attended 
the  Byculla  Club  Ball  which  was  a  great  success. 

On  the  1 1th,  an  address  from  the  Bombay  University 
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i  ntered  the  harbour  of  Bombay  under  the   thundering 
Royal  Salutes  from   the  batteries  in  land  as  well  as  the 
men     of    War.      At    3    p.    m.,    His     Excellency     the 
Viceroy,   accompanied   by   his    suite,    went   on  board 
the    "  Serapis "     under     a1  salute     from     the     flying 
squadron.     At  4  p.  m.,  the  guns  of  the    squadron   thun- 
dered out  again  a  Royal  salute  which  denoted  the  land- 
ing   of  His   Royal   Highness    the    Prince    of   Wales. 
The   enthusiasm    evoked     when   the     Prince   stepped 
from  the  Royal   barge  which  bore  him  from  the  "  Sera- 
pis:''  was  indeed  most  wonderful-     Numerous  loyal  sub- 
jects, joy  beaming  from  their  countenances,  had  congre- 
gated to  witness   the  landing.     The  acclamations  and 
cheers  rent  the  very  air.     His  Royal  Highness   accom- 
panied bv  His  Excellency  the   Viceroy,  was   brilliantly 
received  by   His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Bombay, 
His    Excellency  the   Commander-in-Chief,    the   Chief 
Justice,  and   other  high  officials.     There  were  upwards 
of  70  Indian  Princes,   Chiefs,   and  Sirdars  present  to  d^ 
him  homage.    Mr.  Dusabhoy  Framjee,   Chairman  of  the 
Municipal   corporation  of  Bombay,  read    an  address  of 
welcome  which  the  Prince  after  listening  to  with  mark- 
ed attention  made  a  suitable  reply.     The  Viceroy  then 
introduced  to  him  the  several  native  Princes  and  Chiefs 
who  were  assembled  there.  After  going  through  a  round 
ot  introductions,  His  Royal  Highness   followed  by  Lord 
Northbrook    stepped  into   his   carriage   and  proceeded 
to  Government    House.     The    streets  were  splendidly 
decorated  with  a  series  of  eight  triumphal    arches  along 
the  route.     The  reception  in  the    streets    was   most   en- 
thusiastic, intense  excitement  prevailed  and   the   whole 
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what  an  attractive  building  it  will  bo  when  finished,  those 
who  see  it  in  the  course  of  construction  cannot  jud«-o 
better  until  it  is  completed. 

The  appointment  of  the  .commission  for  the  trial  of 
Malhar  Rao,  although  not  necessary,  was  done  chiefly 
with  the  object  of  giving  every  possible  means  to  the 
Maharajah  to  prove  his  innocence.  He  was  dethroned 
not  only  for  this  treachery  but  on  the  whole  he  was 
considered  unworthy  to  rule  over  his  subjects.  How- 
ever, the  Viceroy  still  retained  some  respect  for  him, 
and  fixed  a  pleasant  place  for  his  future  residence,  with 
an  allowance  for  his  maintenance  paid  from  the  Baroda 
Treasury. 

The  Maharajah  Govind  Rao,  a  scion  of  the  same 
family,  was  placed  on  the  throne,  but  being  a  minor,  the 
Viceroy  appointed  Sir  Madhava  Rao  k.  c.  s.  l,  formerly 
attached  to  the  Indore  Court,  to  administer,  with  the 
transfer  of  Colonel  Phayre  and  appointment  of  Sir  R. 
Meade  in  his  place.

His  Royal  Highness  the   Prince  of  Wales  took  leave 
of  his  Royal  mother,  our   most  Gracious  Majesty  the  I 
Queen,  and  left  London   for  India  on  Monday,  the  11th  I

Part  IV. 

Maharajah  Khandi  Rao,  predecessor  of  Malhar  Rao, 
was  a  very  good  administrator.  He  helped  the  British 
Government  at  the  time  of  the  late  mutiny  in  1857, 
and  was  ever  devotedly  and  faithfully  attached  to  it. 

After  his  death  when  Malhar  Rao  succeeded  him, 
the  administration  took  a  different  turn.  Malhar  Rao 
I  was  a  man  of  pleasure  and  State  affairs  were  consequently 
neglected.  Those  in  power  and  authority  took  advan- 
tage of  this  and  became  oppressive  to  the  Ryots  to  such 
an  extent  that  Jumna  Baye,  wife  of  the  late  Maharajah, 
1  applied  to  the  British  Government  for  help.  Colonel 
Phayre,  the  Resident  at  Baroda,  had  very  often  brought 
to  the  Rao's  notice  the  mismanagement,  in  his  Govern- 
ment, but  they  were  unheeded.  Moreover,  the  Mahara- 
jah, applied  to  the  British  Government  for  the  Resi- 
dent's transfer  from  Baroda,  and  not  being  successful 
in  this,  attempted  his  life  by  foul  means.  When  the 
intelligence  cf  this  wicked  act  was  reported  for  the  no- 
tice of  His  Excellency  the  Viceroy,  His  Lordship  took 
proper  steps  to  investigate  the  affair -and  his  actions  in 
this  respect  were  just  and  proper.  His  Lordship's  poli- 
r  cy  to  some  at  first  did  not  appear  sound,  but  soon 
after  was   pronounced  to  be    worthy  of  praise.     Similar

to  a  person  building  a  house,  it  is  the  builder  who  knows 
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simply  to  give  employment,  to  the  poor.  In  my  rough 
calculation  I  am  of  opinion  that  about  90,000  men  were 
thus  employed. 

When  the  affliction  fairly  abated,  Lord  Noitlibrook 
personally  visited  some  of  the  places,  and  approved  of; 
the  excellent  arrangements  which  the  authorities  en- 
trusted had  carried  out.  The  author  was  in  Barh  when 
visited  by  His  Lordship.  An  address  was  presented 
to  His  Excellency  oy  the  inhabitants  of  Barh  and  the 
adjacent  places  which  His  Lordship  very  graciously  ac- 
cepted. He  showed  much  attention  and  received  well 
the  respectable  persons  who  were  present  there  to 
thank  His  Lordship  for  saving  them  from  ruin. 


THE  MISSION  TO  YARKAND. 

The  Honorable  Sir  T.  D.  Forsyth  was  ordered  to 
conduct  a  mission  to  Yarkand  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
cluding a  commercial  treaty  with  His  Highness  the 
Ameer  of  Yarkand  and  Kashgar. 

Although  a  negotiation  for  the  mission  was  formed 
in  the  time  of  the  late  Earl  of  Mayo,  it  was  never 
concluded  till  the  present  Governor  General  assumed  I 
the  Viceroyalty  of  India.  The  parties  forming  the  I 
mission  were  received  with  every  honor  and  distinc- 
tion due  to  their  respective  ranks,  and  it  need  hardl v 
be  mentioned  that  the  object  was  gained  when  en- 
trusted in  such  able  hands.  The  Envoy  Syed  Mahomed 
Yakoob  Khan  Tarah,  who  was  deputed  by  the  Ameer 
of  Yarkand,  came  twice  to  Calcutta.  He  is  a  person  of 
vast  information   and   talents,  is  the  master  of  several

The  hardships  and  difficulties  experienced  in  certain 
parts  of  Bengal  in  the  y»3ar  1873  are  well  known  to 
every  person.  It  was  in  the  latter  end  of  this  year  that 
Bengal  was  threatened  and  visited  by  a  very  severe  Fa-  ; 
mine-  For  want  of  the  usual  fall  of  rain  the  produce  ( 
in  grain  was  very  poor.  The  places  which  seemed  to 
suffer  much  were  Durbhunga,  Tirhoot,  Behar,  and  Pat- 
na.  The  price  of  grain  increased  daily  and  to  such  an 
extent  that  the  poor  were  driven  almost  to  starvation. 

His   Excellency   the   Viceroy   was   in  Simla  at  the 
time,  but  on   receipt  of  this  sad  intelligence  he  lost   no  | 
time  in  coming  down  to  Calcutta   to  reader  assistance,  ' 
and  with  much  efforts,  succeeded  in   affording  the  relief 
which  the  all  but  starved  needed. 

A  general  meeting  was  convened  in  the  Town  Hall,  > 
where  the  matter  was  thoroughly  discussed.     Two  com- 
mittees were  formed  in   Calcutta,   besides  others  in  the 
Mofussils,  to  carry  out  the   schemes  of  relief.     The  rich  t 
Zamindars,    merchants,    and  others,    subscribed  among  ; 
themselves  a  large  sum  of  money  for   the   benefit  of  the  1 
poor.     Grain   was    imported   from    Rangoon  and  other  j 
distant  places,  and  arrangements  were  made  to  convey  J 
provisions  to  places  distant  from  the   Railway  Stations. 
A  branch  Railway  line  was  opened   at    Barli  to  convey  ] 
grain  to   Durbungah,  the    River  Ganges  being   crossed 
by  steamers   ordered  there  to  be  in    attendance  for  the 
purpose.

One  of  the  many  magnanimous   and  noble  acts  of 
our  worthy  Viceroy  was  the  taking  in  hand  and  adjust- 
ing, the  pecuniary   difficulties  of  the  Nawab  Nazim  of 
Moorshedabad. 

A  bill  was  introduced  in  the  Viceregal  Council  and 
three  Commissioners  appointed  (one  of  whom  the  humble 
author  was  nominated)  to  adjust  the  multifarious  claims 
that  were  advanced  against  the  Nawab.  The  matter 
was  properly  settled  by  the  Viceroy  and  the  Nawab  and 
all  his  dependents  will  ever  sing  the  song  of  gratitude 
to  his  magnaninity. 


MARRIAGES  OF  THE  DAUGHTERS  OF  THE  KING  OF  OUDH. 

His  Lordship's  next  act  of  munificence  was  in  in- 
teresting himself  and  obtaining  sanction  from  the  State 
of  a  large  sum  ot  money  consequent  on  the  celebration 
of  the  marriages  of  the  daughters  of  the  King  of  Oudh, 
with  a  liberal  promise  that  on  any  such  happy  occasion 
as  much  would  be  done.  The  king  is  truly  very  grate- 
ful to  him  for  all  his  acts  and  promises,  and  so  are  all 
the  subjects  of  Her  most  gracious  Majesty  who  have  the 
good  fortune  to  he  placed  under  such  excellent  adminis- 
tration.

EDUCATON. 


His  Lordship  has  always  been  a  true  lover  of  the  i 
advancement  of  Education.  He  laid  the  foundation  | 
stone  of  the  Calcutta  University,  and  in  a  very  encourag-  j 
ing  speech  in  March  1872,  stimulated  the  natives  of  this  j 
country  to  exertions.  He  founded  several  new  Institu- 
tions in  the  Province  of  Bengal  and  introduced  the 
Arabic  and  Persian  languages  in  them  besides  Engli 
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Lordship  in  language   which  it   will  be  difficult  to  give 
a  version  of  in  this  language.) 

This  sad  event  cast  a  dampness  over  the  geniality 
of  His  Lordship's  disposition.     Judging  from    appear- 
ances he  would  seem  to  be  of  a   weak  constitution,  but 
his  mental  abilities  as  an  administrator  and  representa- 
tive of  the  Crown  are  beyond  conception.  Thanks  be  to 
Her  Majesty  the  Queen  and  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
Indian  affairs  who  have  honored  us  by  sending  such  an 
incomparable  gem  to  rule  over  us.  Lord  Northbrook  did 
not  seem  at  all  anxious,  at  the  onset,  to  take  the  burden 
of  the  r.  sponsible  duties  of  the  administration  of  India 
on  his    shoulders,  but  by  the  urging  persuasion  of  his 
friends  he  accepted  to  do  us  justice,    and  thereby  prove 
himself  worthy  of  his  country  in  the  glory  of  serving  it. 
His  intentions  were  never  to   hold  a  bare  lofty  title  but 
to  concentrate  the  best  qualities  of  his  nature,  to  do  jus- 
tice to  the  affairs  of  India  with  which  ho  was  familiar  in 
his  old  official  capacity.     It  is  well  known  that  his  com- 
ing to  India  gave   ample  cause  of  anxiety  to  his  family 
and  friends,    but  he   considered   duty   paramount  to  all 
the  attractions  and   pleasures  of  home.     His   system  of 
administration  has  made  him  quite  an  object  otlove  and 
regard  among  the  people  of  India   over  whom   he  rules. 
He  appreciates  the  good  acts  of  his  subjects,   and  favors 
distinctions  on  those  who  deserve  them.    He  looks  upon 
all  with  an  impartial  eye,  and  is  always  conscious  of  the 
high  and   noble  vocation  which  he  has  been  called  by 
Her   Majesty  to  perform.     His  administrative  reforms 
has  quite  won  over  hearts  and  hia  memory  shall  remain 
with  us  ever  dear  and  cherished.

Part  I. 

Lord  Mayo  was  assassinated  at  Port  Blair  on  the 
8th  February  1872  by  the  hands  of  a  hard  hearted  villain 
Darned  Shere  Ali.  His  remains  were  brought  to  Cal- 
cutta in  the  Steamer  Daphney  with  solemn  ceremonials. 
The  vehement  outburst  of  grief  of  the  people  of  India 
at  the  sight  of  the  coffin  of  their  late  Viceroy  is  be- 
yond description.  Men  of  all  nations  and  creeds  were 
seen  present  at  the  landing,  and  with  depicted  sorrow 
joined  the  slow  and  solemn  precession.  He  was  laid 
in  State  in  Government  House.  The  silent  mourning 
was  kept  up  for  two  days.  His  remains  were  sent  to 
England  on  the  21st.

The  work  opens  with  an  exordium  in  praise  of  the 
Deity  and  eulogium  in  honor  of  the  Prophet  and  his 
family,  followed  by  the  passage  '(  Be  it  known  to  men 
of  wisdom,  that  I,  Ameer  Alie,  a  Shia  native  of  Barh 
in  Patna,  and  resident  of  Calcutta,  and  a  faithful  and 
devoted  subject  of  the  British  Crown,  sines  arriving  at 
the  age  of  discretion  have  always  sought  for  knowledge, 
the  soci  )i  y  of  the  good,  and  the  advancement  of  useful 
object.  Knowledge  is  an  inestimable  treasure  which, 
njilike  and  above  all  other  treasures  of  this  world,  ad- 
vances the  more  it  is  pursued  ;  it  needs  no  safeguard  to 
protect  it,  is  always  in  the  keeping  of  its  possessor, 
and  among  other  advantages  gains  him  honor  and  res- 
pect from  all.  Of  all  branches  of  knowledge  or  learn- 
ing, Hijtory,  in  which  the  past  and  the  lives  of  the  good 
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
